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City Council approves 
$24,000 CPA project

AGAWAM — Baseball is 
America’s favorite pastime, and 
now, thanks to a city council vote, 
residents of Agawam will be able 
to enjoy the game more comfort- 
ably right in their own backyard. 

The city council passed a reso- 
lution at its first meeting of the 
New Year on Jan. 7, to expend 
$23,992.79 in Community Preser- 
vation Act funds for renovations at 
Borgatti Field consisting of the re- 
moval of the dilapidated bathroom 
building. The structure will be re- 
placed with a larger, ADA compli- 
ant building which will house rest- 


rooms, storage and concession as 
well as a connection to an existing 
irrigation system to add irrigation 
to the outfield grass area on both 
fields. 

The Community Preservation 
Act was passed by state Legisla- 
ture in 2000 to allow municipali- 
ties to assess up to a 3 percent sur- 
charge on property with at least 10 
percent of the funds earmarked for 
one of three categories: affordable 
housing, historical preservation 
and open space preservation/rec- 
reation. The remaining funds may 
be allocated for any combination 
of the allowed uses or for land or 
recreational use.

AGAWAM -— Not long after 
being granted two sizeable sewer 
abatements for property he owns 
in Feeding Hills, local developer 
Ralph DePalma has filed a Notice 
of Intent with the Conservation 
Commission to build a 131-unit 
condominium complex. 


According to paperwork filed 
with the commission, DePalma 
and partner Guiseppe Tirone are 
planning to build the condomini- 
um complex at their property lo- 
cated at 497 South Westfield St. 

Their first step will be to go 
through the Conservation Com- 
mission due to the large amount of 
wetlands located on the property.

School staff raises $4,300 for Sandy Hook

ast month’s mass shooting at a 

Connecticut elementary school 
struck close to home — personally 
and professionally — for Agawam 
teacher Jennifer Green. 

The elementary library media 
teacher has a daughter who lives 
with her family in the Newtown 
borough of Sandy Hook where the 
tragedy occurred. Green learned 
of the shooting while in Chicago 
to attend her son’s college gradu- 
ation. “My initial reaction was dis- 
belief — no, not Sandy Hook,” she 
recalled. 

Back in Agawam, her colleague, 
Deborah Braccialarghe, assistant 
librarian at the Phelps Elementary 
School, was unaware of what had 
happened in Sandy Hook until she 
left school. “When I first heard the 
news, I was shocked.” 

During a staff meeting called 
by Agawam Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli on the Monday after 
the shooting, Green and Braccial- 
arghe — who have worked together 
in Agawam for more than a dozen 
years — decided Agawam schools 
needed to help teachers, students, 
and the community of Newtown.

“As elementary teachers, Debbie 
and I look at our students and our 
peers and can’t believe that anyone 
could do that kind of harm,” said 
Green, who oversees Agawam’s 
four elementary school libraries. 
Her two grandsons — ages | and 3 
— living in Sandy Hook have been 
assigned to go to the school dev- 


astated by the shooting when they 
reach school age.

AHS student honors 
Sandy Hook victims

AGAWAM — Stephen Ma- 
teus was stunned when he heard 
a gunman had killed 20 first- 
grade students and six teachers 
at a Newtown, Conn., elementary 
school in December. But unlike 
many others, this teenager decid- 
ed to put his feelings into words 
as a tribute to those children. 

“T was watching the news on 
TV with my family all day,” re- 
called the Agawam High School 
10th grader. “I was completely 
in shock over how such an awful 
thing could happen. As I watched 
all the news clips unfolding, I kept 
getting the urge to write some- 
thing. So the next day I wrote a 
poem in honor of the students.” 

A member of the school’s stu- 
dent advisory committee, Stephen 
said he wrote the poem, “Twenty 
Little Angels,” (printed here) as a 
way to comfort those who were 
as “deeply affected” as he was 
by the tragedy at Sandy Hook El- 
ementary School.

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cal hotels and motels, creating risks of health, security, and 
overall well-being. As the costs continued to grow, we had to 
re-evaluate this program to ensure that taxpayer dollars are 
being spent wisely.” 

The FY 12 cost to taxpayers for this program was $80 per 
night per family, with total FY 12 cost of $45 million. 

“This is not the most cost effective way to prevent home- 
lessness. We need a proactive approach which gives people 
access to stable housing options without removing the safety 
net we know people in emergency situations need,” he said. 

In the FY 13 budget process, the Legislature, together with 
the Patrick-Murray Administration, prioritized homelessness 
prevention and permanent housing solutions. The changes 
give at-risk families additional and better options such as the 
Residential Assistance for Families in Transition (RAFT) 
Program, which received $8 million in increased funding 
and provides up to $4,000 in assistance for rent, utility bills, 
and other needs so families can stay in their homes or move 
into housing.

Where's The Beef? 


tis a wonderful feeling to come home from work on a cold 

winter night to the aroma of beef stew...ready to eat! Es- 
pecially when it’s in one pot that can go into the dishwasher 
when done. In order to make this “picture perfect,” I like to 
have the table set before running out the door to work in the 
morning. And because I have a husband who pays attention, 
most of the time, as I open the door the first thing I see to 
complement this aroma is a roaring fire in the fireplace. 

OK so now that you have the picture, let me explain how 
to prepare the recipe below so you are not “crazed” before 
work. 

Be sure that the stew meat is cut into 
the desired “bite-size” pieces then wrap in 
plastic wrap and refrigerate. Place all of 
the dry ingredients in an airtight container 
and set aside on the counter top until morn- 
ing. Boil the water and add bouillon cubes,

Store diced potatoes, covered 
in cold water, in the fridge. And finally, 
store all other prepped veggies together in 
another airtight container. In the morning, 
everything is ready to add to the slow cooker 
as instructed. (Drain water from the potatoes before adding 
to the slow cooker.) 

Serve with a crusty roll that can be purchased from the 
bakery department of any grocery store. I often purchase 
one 8-inch roll and cut it in half lengthwise, smear a thin 
coat of butter on the cut side of both halves, sprinkle with 
a little garlic powder and paprika and toast in the oven until 
golden brown.

Council approves CPA project

The town of Agawam voted in November 
2001 to adopt CPA and assess a 1 percent 
surcharge on real estate taxes. The town 
receives a match for funds collected for eli- 
gible projects and while the match was 100 
percent when first adopted, it has hovered at 
around 25 percent in recent years. 

The Agawam Men’s Softball League sub- 
mitted the Borgatti Fields project application 
to the Community Preservation Committee 
Novy. 19 and the committee approved the ap- 
plication to appear before the city council. 

The resolution was given to the city coun- 
cil’s finance subcommittee, which voted in 
favor of the project, 3-0, according to sub- 
committee chairman Joseph Mineo. 

According to Mineo, local contractor 
Gary Suffriti will donate the materials and 
the time to do the roof of the building. 

City Councilor George Bitzas said he was 
in favor of the project. 

“The parks need to be taken care of,’ he 
said. “There couldn’t be any better news. I 
look for the full council support.” 

Several of the councilors, including Rob- 
ert Rossi, Robert Magovern and Paul Caval- 
lo, praised the softball league chairman Aldo 
Mancini and Suffriti for their efforts to bring 
the project to fruition. 

The Borgatti Field renovation is some- 
thing Mancini said he has been working on 
for several years. 

“Tt’s been slow in moving,” he said. 

According to Mancini, around 10 or 12 
years ago, the softball teams had to stop us- 
ing the bathrooms at Borgatti field because 
they were not handicap accessible. In the 
meantime, the league had rented portable 


toilets, which cost about $1,300 for the sum- 
mer and fall seasons every year. 

“T figured it would be cheaper in the long 
run to build a building with bathrooms in it 
and put a concession stand in there,” said 
Mancini. 

In addition, the men’s softball league 
donated $15,000 to finish irrigation at the 
field. 

“The money was collected through league 
fees, which have been building up through 
the years,’ said Mancini, who in the past 
worked on an irrigation project at Shea Field 
in Agawam. 

Currently, the foundation for the new 
building and both water lines into the foun- 
dation are in and the lines for irrigation going 
out are hooked up, said Mancini. He plans 
to have the conduit for underground electric 
put in this week. 

The whole project, he said, should be 
completed in the spring or early summer. 

“After the electric conduit, we’ll pretty 
much put it to be for the winter and pick it 
back up, weather permitting, in the spring,” 
said Mancini. 

The city council vote to authorize the 
spending was unanimous. Councilor Gina 
M. Letellier was not present at the meeting. 

The funds will be appropriated from the 
CPA Open Space Fund. 

In other news, the council unanimously 
voted to indefinitely table a resolution to au- 
thorize funds for a septic improvement loan 
program, given the results of the council 
workshop about the Southwest Area Sewer 
Expansion Project last month. 

In December, the city council voted to 
table the discussion all discussions related to 
the project indefinitely.

lands to the north, eastern, and southeastern 
property lines. There are also vegetated wet- 
lands on an area of the site. 

Last year, DePalma sought an abatement 
from his sewer betterment cost after he was 
charged $496,292 in betterment costs when 
the A-3 zoning of the property triggered an 
assessment for 212 units could be built on 
the property. 

DePalma filed the abatement request for 
that property along with a second property 
that was assessed at 181 units. That prop- 
erty received an abatement from 181 units to 
zero. During the abatement hearings held by 
the city council’s administrative subcommit- 
tee last March and April, DePalma appeared 
at the meeting himself, arguing that he was 
being discriminated against. 

He contended that the town needed to 
change its ordinances because residential 
zones A-1 and A-2 are assessed sewer bet- 
terment fees differently. 

He also told city councilors on the com- 
mittee he would not be developing the land 
for “several years” due to the conservation 
restrictions on the property. 

The Conservation Commission is sched- 
uled to take up the matter tonight, Jan. 10 at 
6:40 p.m. at Agawam Public Library. The 
Commission can issue certain conditions 
to make sure the wetlands are properly pre- 
served and remain healthy and vibrant. 

The paperwork filed by DePalma does 
not state when he actually hopes to build on 


the land, but City Councilor Robert Rossi, 
a strong proponent of the Southwest Area 
Sewer Project, said while surprised at how 
quickly DePalma filed the notice of intent 
(NOD, he was happy to see the property be- 
ing developed. 

“Building on this property is going to be 
very good for the sewer project,” said Ros- 
si. “He’s going to start out by paying about 
$300,000 in betterment costs. That’s $2,341 
for every home he builds.” 

Due to the layout of the land being below 
the sewers, DePalma will be required to in- 
stall a pumping station to move the sewage 
off his land and into the sewer system. Rossi 
believed it was possible two stations could 
be necessary to move the sewage at the de- 
velopment. 

Another positive Rossi sees is the impact 
on the sewer rate. 

“There’s going to be 131 users that are go- 
ing to be paying a sewer use bill each year,” 
said Rossi. “That’s going to help with the 
sewer rate.” 

DePalma’s NOI includes the construction 
of a community building for the complex 
and an access road to storm water manage- 
ment basins that will be located on different 
parts of the property due to the new storm 
water management bylaws passed by the 
Department of Environmental Protection 
four years ago. 

The Conservation Commission meetings 
are open to the public and plans filed can be 
found in the Planning and Conservation of- 
fice at Agawam Town Hall.

Agawam school staff members raise 
$4,300 for Sandy Hook

Newtown — 75 miles from Agawam — is a 
scenic community that is much like Aga- 
wam. “As a town and as a school district, 
Agawam is very close in size to Newtown. 
We are fellow New Englanders, educators, 
parents, and we feel the shock and horror on 
many levels.” 

Some Agawam school staff suggested 
some ideas, but nothing had been organized 
by Monday morning. When Braccialarghe 
heard about the intensity of the attack at the 
staff meeting she felt the need to show sup- 
port for her Newtown peers. 

“Just knowing Jen is personally connected 
to the Newtown community made me re- 
alize that something like this can happen 
anywhere. Being in a school environment, 
working with children, and as a parent, I felt 
we needed to do something,” she said. 

That “something” was a “dress down day” 
fund-raiser in the schools that raised more 
than $4,300 for the Sandy Hook School 
Support Fund. Green learned about the fund 
— set up following the shooting to support 
the Newtown community — while research- 
ing the best place to make a donation. The 
fund, established by the United Way of 
Western Connecticut and the Newtown Sav- 
ings Bank, is managed by members of the 
Newtown community. 

“The same heavy heart’ 

After Green and Braccialarghe got admin- 
istration support, they emailed details about 
the fund-raiser to each of the schools. It was 
held on Thursday, Dec. 20 — the day before 
schools closed for the holiday break. 

“Tt was an easy decision to organize a 
dress-down day, since our staff regularly 
participates in this type of fund-raiser,” said 
Green. “We didn’t set guidelines; most peo- 
ple understood ‘dress down’ to mean wear- 
ing jeans and that contributions would be 
self-determined.” 

Staff at all seven Agawam schools, as well 
as those at the Early Childhood Education 
Center and the central administration office, 
participated in the voluntary fund-raiser. 
There was even an unplanned collection in 
the lunchroom at the high school. 

“Everyone wanted to participate. We came 
together with the same heavy heart. Every- 
one was supportive,” said Green. 


Agawam’s school staff and AHS students 
surpassed what Green and Braccialarghe 
thought they would collect from the one-day 
activity. With no time to set a goal before 
organizing the fundraiser, they were “com- 
pletely overwhelmed” by the outpouring of 
“support and compassion” shown by their 
colleagues. 

An ‘unfathomable’ loss 

Green called the loss by her Newtown 
peers in the wake of the shooting “unfath- 
omable.” However, she was heartened by the 
fact that her Agawam colleagues “dressed 
down to raise $4,359.95” toward Newtown’s 
enduring needs. 

Exactly one week after the shooting — on 
Friday, Dec. 21 — Green and her husband 
drove to the Newtown Savings Bank at the 
end of the school’s half-day session. “We 
went to Newtown to make the deposit and 
to visit our daughter and her family. When I 
was at the bank and the tellers were counting 
the money, some of the other bank custom- 
ers went out of their way to say thank you for 
our donation,” said Green. 

“This tragedy has deeply saddened each 
one of us, but we’re all happy to know we 
could help in this way,” she added. As of Jan. 
3, the support fund had received $6 million 
in donations. 

In addition to the money, Green and Brac- 
cialarghe included a laminated copy of a 
poem AHS student Stephen Mateus wrote 
in remembrance of the Sandy Hook children 
killed in the shooting (see sidebar). 

“Tt still feels unbelievable. When we think 
about this tragic event, it still brings us to 
tears,” said Braccialarghe. 

Green and Braccialarghe said that follow- 
ing the shooting they reviewed the safety 
plans/lockdown procedures in place at their 
schools. They’re also much more aware of 
any unfamiliar people in their buildings. 
“Before this tragic event we went through the 
motions during a drill, but now we’ll be more 
aware because of the tragic consequences in 
Sandy Hook,” said Braccialarghe. 

Added Green, “Thankfully, most of our 
elementary students seem to have been 
sheltered from the news about the shooting. 
We’re so thankful each time we work with 
one of our classes. Being with our students 
is the best therapy.”

Student honors shooting victim

“T don’t have any siblings close to the age 
of those who were killed,” he said, adding, 
“But my youngest brother is 11. So I more 
or less looked at what happened, and then 
considered how bad I would feel about los- 
ing him that way.” 

Stephen also wanted his poem to be an 
inspiration to others. “I wanted to use my 
poem to tell everyone that in light of this 
tragedy that there’s hope in the future for 
better things to come.” 

He said it took only about an hour to write 
his poem. “Poetry has always been my big- 
gest hobby. I love to write so I thought I 
might as well use the talent God gave me to 
comfort those who had such awful feelings 
after such a horrific event.” 

Stephen has had a passion for poetry for 
a while, but most of his poems reflect on his 
life as a high school student, “I continually 
post my poems on Facebook for everyone 
to see and so they can comment on them. 
With this poem, I wanted to express both 
my feelings and that of the world about this 
tragedy.” 

After he posted the poem to his Facebook 
page, it got 175 likes. Stephen decided to 
bring his poem to school the following Mon- 
day to show to his English teacher. “She 
broke down in tears when she started reading 
it,’ said Stephen. He added that she was un- 
able to finish reading it that morning because 
the child of one of her friends was one of the 
students killed at Sandy Hook. 

When he showed the poem to his English 
teacher from last year, she thought it was 


so great that she showed it to AHS Princi- 
pal Steve Lemanski. After he read Stephen’s 
poem, he posted it around the school and an- 
nounced the locations for students to read. 
“We also gave the poem to each teacher so 
they could read it to their classes if they 
chose to do so,” said Lemanski. 

Stephen’s mother Mary learned about the 
poem after he wrote it. She was also moved 
by the words her son wrote. “It made me cry 
and it also made me very proud of him. Oth- 
er family members also said they were also 
deeply moved by it and very proud of him as 
well. It’s such a touching poem, especially 
because of how optimistically it ends.” 

Mateus said her son “has such a talent 
with his words.” She added that not only was 
the poem well written, but she thinks it was 
quite an honor to those who were involved 
in the tragedy. 

And it’s quite possible that Newtown resi- 
dents may get the opportunity to read Ste- 
phen’s poem. 

Agawam elementary teachers Jennifer 
Green and Deborah Braccialarghe organized 
a dress-down day fundraiser at all Agawam 
schools just days after the tragic events in 
Newtown. A laminated copy of Stephen’s 
poem was delivered along with more than 
$4,300 that was deposited to the Sandy 
Hook School Support Fund — the fund set up 
following the shooting to support the com- 
munity. 

“T feel that if those parents in Newtown, 
who have gone through so much, read Ste- 
phen’s poem they may find the closure and 
comfort they have been searching for,” said 
his mother.

Public help sought for cottontail survey 


REGION - The Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife (DFW) is asking the public’s assis- 
tance to assess the distribution and popula- 
tion of New England cottontails (Sylvilagus 
transitionalis), the only cottontail rabbit spe- 
cies native to the northeastern United States 
and rarely seen. 

Two kinds of cottontail rabbits are found 
in Massachusetts, the common non-native 
Eastern cottontail (Sylvilagus floridanus) 
and the New England cottontail. 

Division biologists want to remind hunt- 
ers, highway department workers, animal 
control officers and other interested citizens 
across the state to provide DFW with cot- 
tontail carcasses or cottontail skulls for the 
survey. 

Specimens from the central and western 
part of the state would be very helpful as 
there have been fewer submitted samples 
from these regions. The more samples col- 
lected from different parts of the state, the 
better the agency can understand where New 
England cottontails are found. 

Because it is virtually impossible to tell 
the two rabbit species apart in the field,

DFW biologists need to examine skull char- 
acteristics or use DNA analysis. 

Carcasses or cottontail heads can be 
handled with gloves and should be placed 
in a plastic bag and frozen until they can be 
dropped off at a DFW District Office, DFW 
hatchery or DFW’s Field Headquarters in 
West Boylston. 

People should include a note with contact 
information, date of collection, and detailed 
location information such as town, street or 
land parcel. 

A marked topographic map or GPS coor- 
dinates are ideal, but any detailed location 
information will greatly aid biologists. 

The cottontail survey is part of a range- 
wide effort called the New England Cotton- 
tail Initiative (NEC), focusing on distribution 
and habitat restoration of New England cot- 
tontails throughout New England and New 
York. The NEC Initiative involves partner- 
ships with state and federal natural resource 
agencies, conservation organizations and 
other large landowners focusing on surveys, 
habitat identification and habitat restoration 
efforts.

hen January thaw hits like it is this 

week, one destination to explore - 
if your own backwoods or favorite local 
ski area is now snow soup turned frozen 
tundra - is several unique cross-coun- 
try ski touring centers in southern New 
Hampshire and southern Vermont. 

What typically happens during winter 
thaw events is the powder surface turns to 
granular conditions, as the softened snow 
essentially re-freezes overnight. It takes 
half the day for that hardened snow pack 
to soften again. This proves troublesome 
to early morning skiers who have to go to 
work and don’t have the luxury of an early 
afternoon ski getaway. Choosing the best 
wax for your skis can also be quite tricky 
with these temperature swings. 

Winter thaw means seeking out the best 
snow conditions and that usually equates 
to driving and finding much higher eleva- 
tion areas that avoid well above freezing 
temperatures during the day. 

Two great cross-country ski areas come 
to mind, as they both are very well oper- 
ated by local families and require under 
two hours travel time from our area, in- 
cluding: Prospect Mountain in Woodford, 
Vt. (very western edge of state at Mas- 
sachusetts border); and Windblown Cross 
Country Ski Touring Center in New Ip- 
swich, N.H. (just over the border north 
from Fitchburg and Groton, Mass.) There 
is really nothing else in between as far 
as high elevation state border Nordic ski 
centers go. And both centers have totally 
mastered the art of rejuvenating old snow 
with advanced grooming equipment. 

A former downhill ski area, Prospect 
Mountain maintains 30-plus kilometers 
of trails located on Route 9 in Woodford, 
Vt. The small town of Woodford, which is 
just seven miles east of Bennington, has 
the highest elevation above sea level of 
any town or city in the state of Vermont. 
The base elevation of Prospect Mountain 
is 2,250 feet. That means when Ben- 
nington valley is thawing or raining, it is 
usually well below freezing and snowing 
here. Prospect Mountain also benefits 
from New York State’s infamous “lake 


effect” snow that often spills into the far 
reaches of Western Mass. Folks can do 
relatively easy classical or skate skiing 
here, or journey up into the upgradient 
woods for more extreme back-country 


experiences - and even join up with the 
storied Green Mountain National For- 
est trail network on the other side of the 
mountain. I have skied atop there and it is 
a journey worth taking if you can handle 
the endurance aspect. Unbeknownst to 
my wife just yet, I plan to rent or own a 
tiny winter ski cottage near its base camp 
when I retire. 

Windblown offers very similar condi- 
tions to Prospect. Here in what Thoreau 
called “The Front Range’, on the beauti- 
ful high terrain at the gateway to the Mo- 
nadnock Region, you will find 40 kilome- 
ters of trails with a variety to please every 
member of your family. There is a smaller 
mountain at this center overlooking Mt. 
Monadnock that is a great climb for more 
expert skiers. And the ski back down 
takes through a snake-like trail network 
of beautiful evergreen forest and ponds. 

Both of these centers have full rentals, 
lunch, heated lodges, maps, and lessons 
available. Be sure to call ahead first, but 
they both have never disappointed this 
Nordic Nomad, particularly when the 
snow is lean or frozen down south.

the same thing twice. There’s always something new. And 
part of the challenge is putting people in the seats. It’s 
a family-first mentality for us, so we need to make sure 
families are having a first-class experience at an afford- 
able price. Finding different and unique ways to keep 
them entertained is the hardest part of what I do. The chal- 
lenges, ironically, are what I love the most.” 

Mitchell said he believes starting his education at 
STCC was a “smart” move on his part—helping him to 
keep down the cost of his educational debt.
